fNoTE. — As  the  reason  for  a  discrimiuation  between  the  principal  clerks 
in  the  several  offices  is  not  apparent,  thej  have,  in  the  estimates,  been  placed 
upon  the  same  footing.

Sib  : — I  have  the  honor  oteubmitting  the  enclosed  estimates  of  expenaea 
of  this  Agency  for  ihe  six  monthi?,  from  January  let  to  June  30,  1805,  as 
prepared  by  Auditor  and  Comptroller,  and  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  this 
office. 

It  will  be  observed  that  these  estimates  presuppose  an  increase  of  salaries 
to  officers  and  eniployees.  This  is  deemed  altogetbor  nect^ssary  and  proper, 
and  it  is*  hoped  will  receive  your  approval  and  recommendation. 

The  greatly  increased  labors  and  responsibilities  devolved  upon  this  Agency 
under  the  l*resident's  regulations  for  cverlaiid  commerce,  makes  it  indis- 
pensable that  there  should  be  a  competent  and  efficient  principal  clerk  to 
superintend  that  business.  There  should  also  be  one  for  the  Tax  division, 
to  keep  accounts  and  correspond  with  the  tax  collectors,  and  one  for  Finan- 
cial, to  examine  accouats  and  correspond  with  Depositaries.  To  secure  these 
an  increase  of  their  pay  is  absolutely  necessary,  as  the  present  oompen«atiou 
16  barely  sufficient  to  pay  the  board  and  washing  of  the  few  men  employed, 

without  affording  any  means  for  the  necessary  supply  of  clothing.

The  estimate  for  books,  stationery,  printing,  &c.,  may  appear  largo,  but 
considering  the  great  depreciation  of  Treasury  notes  in  this  department, 
and  the  enormous  prices  at  which  they  are  held,  it  is  by  no  means  extrava-
